Intensive Course 
For Local Swimmers

in swimming and water safety was 
completed last Friday at the 
Memorial Swimming Pool.

There were nine entrants and 
eight’ successfully completed the 
course.

Timely Rain Brings 
Over 3 Inches Moisture 


Was Needed To 
Help Grain Fill; 

Outlook is Bright 

A welcome general rain felt ov¬ 
er Southern Alberta Tuesday and 
Wednesday of this week, with 
more than 3 inches recorded here. 

In the Vulcan district, the rain 
started in late afternoon on Tues¬ 
day and continued as a slow driz¬ 
zle all that night, with about one- 
half inch falling up to seven o'¬ 
clock Wednesday morning. The 
rain turned into a heavy down¬ 
pour Wednesday afternoon and 
continued to come down .until a- 
bout 8:30 Wednesday evening. To¬ 
tal precipitation from the storm 
was 3.10 inches, according to the 
record kept bV Mr. Errett King, 
with over an inch and a half fal¬ 
ling Wednesday afternoon alone. 

The rain came at just the right 
time, as far as this district is 
concerned, for spring wheat crops 
are mostly Just at the filling stage 
and with the field showing heavy 
stands of grain the need for mois¬ 
ture was beginning to show. Far¬ 
mers are confident that this 
week’s rain will carry the crop to 
maturity and although harvest 
will be possibly two weeks or so 
later than usual, a better-than- 
average crop is now anticipated. 

Swathing of rye was getting un¬ 
der way this week and will now 
be delayed a few days. Available 
reports indicate that an exception¬ 
ally good rye crop will be ]jaIn¬ 
vested. 

A hailstorm which struck north 
of Vulcan last Friday did heavy 
damage to several sections of crop 
north of the corner store. The on¬ 
ly other damage reported in the 
Vulcan district thus far this sea¬ 
son occurred west of 'town two 
weeks ago and was not extensive. 

A BIBLICAL TIP

HOW TO MEASURE HAY 
IN THE STACK 

Although formulae are avail¬ 
able for determining quite accur¬ 
ately the number of cubic feet in 
a stack, considerable error can oc¬ 
cur in determining the number Of 
tons. 

E. B. Martin, Extension Agri¬ 
cultural Engineer, Alberta Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, says that 
some of the factors causing error 
are kind of hay, coarseness, mois¬ 
ture content, amount of rain af¬ 
ter stacking, length of time In the 
stack, ana method of stacking. 
The kind of hgy and the length 
of time in the stack are the most 
important. 

The following figures provided 
by Mr. Martin, are for the three 
main kinds of hay:

2,4-D on Flax 

"Weeds are definitely an enemy 
of Flax. In addition, to crowding 
the crop to a point where - yields 
are often reduced, weeds add to 
the difficulty of harvesting and 
cause hegvy dockage. Spraying 
can be of major benefit”. 

This is a quotation from the 
bulletin “Flax-The Money Maker” 
published by the NationaKBarley 
and Linseed Flax Committee, 
Winnipeg. 

Last year the authorities were 
hesitant about recommending the 
use of 2,4-D. However, informa¬ 
tion collected proved that the 
Weed Killer could be used. This 
year many farmers have sprayed 
fields of flax and a number of 
them report that the fields look¬ 
ed sickly for several days after. 
This was to be expected, but in 
some cases the sickly stage lasted 
about 2 weeks causing some 
worry. Then these fields started 
suddenly to show a wonderful 
comeback. This goes to prove that 
firstly, 2,4-D can be used on Flax 
and secondly, that we do not yet 
know ¥ there is to know about 
2,4-D on Flax. It does seem that 
some .varieties are more resistant 
than others. All our common var¬ 
ieties here will tolerate 2,4-D.
